Dusting the setting hen helps, but 
some lice are q uite stir- to escape and 
can later be found on the head of 
the chick.

get these; repeat the doso in a week, 
and if the hen is furnished a good 
dusting place, the lie 
are not likely 
to give any more trouble; but when­ 
ever y ou see a chick that seem s un­ 
happy , ey es closed, droopy , look for 
lice.

some coal tar preparation, sheep dip, 
whitewash, or a mirSuro of four parts 
coal oil and oue part crude carbolic 
acid.

lect these little things;

this neg lect disease getB the sta rt of 
us; we become discouraged because 
of tho losses and give up and
